DOWNERS GROVE, Ill, May %— 


Mad with remorse for killing Florence 
Bentley, his sweetheart, in the woods 
near here last Saturday night, Reginald 
A. Barr, 2% years old, a railroad clerk 
employed in Chicago, ended his life at 
Lisle, three miles from here, today by 
jumping under the wheels of a moving 
passenger train. Previously he had 
twice tried poison and once jumped into 
@ quarry pit. 

The girl, a cloak model, also employed 
in Chicago, was of about Barr's age. 
They had been friends for years, but 
Florence, according to her mother, was 
growing tired of her companion. 

Saturday night the two met and went 


for a walk. According to a note found 
on Barr’s body, they went to a leafy 
bower in the woods: She refused to 
kiss him and he asked her if she didn’t 
want to be his sweetheart any more. 

There. was a struggle and, says the 
note, “the girl died of heart failure or 
fright, as I surely could not kill the 
one I thought the most of in the 
world.”’ 

Late.that night the families of the 
two. lovers became alarmed and search 


was begun.

but it remained for Carl Selig, driver 
of @ grocer’s cart, late in the afternoon 
t6 find the body of the girl. She lay 
on the ground, her hands folded over 
her breast. 

Late last evening Melvin Binder and 
Guy Simpson, two boys who were aid- 
ing in the quest, came upon Barr. His 
pale face suddenly peered out at them 
from some bushes in a wood and he tol4 
them, brokenly, of Miss Bentley's death. 

Barr, according to his note, after 
walking for miles in a daze, first at- 
tempted to take his own life by plung- 
ing into & quarry near Naperville. He 
landed in the stagnant water and 
“sould not sink” says the note. 

He purchased poison and returned to 
the side of the dead girl, but the oon- 
tents of the bottle were spilled before 
the work of the poison was complete. He 
repeated the attempt but again re- 
covered and finally determined to make 
death certain by plunging under a train. 

Text of Barr’s Letter. 
 Barr’s note was written on both sides 
of a small sheet of paper in a clerkly 
hand It follows: 

LISLE, l., May %, 1914.—Dear 
folks: God forgive me for causing 
my sweetheart’s death. I did not 
kill her. We walked out there and 
sat down. I tried to kiss her and 

_ghe repulsed me. I asked her if she 
aid not want to be my sweetheart 
any more. She wouldn’t answer. I 
took a hold of her waist and she 
_ gtarted to scream. I could not think 

what was the matter with her. I 

; eee excited and put my wrist on

People’s Letgue Plans to Solve 
Mill Tax Problem Submitted 
to License Collector. 


Charles L. Delbridge, president of the 
People’s League, has evolved a plan to 
settle the mill tax and straphanging 
questions at one and the same time. He 
has presented the plan to License Col- 
lector Alt, and Alt has presented it, not 
to say “‘put it up to” City Counselor 
Baird. 

Delbridge suggests that the city print 
5-cent and 3-cent street car tickets, ths 
former good for a seat, the latter for’ 
straphanging privileges when no seat is 
vacant. The receipts from the sale of 
these tickets, he says, should be set 
aside by the city and applied on aoc- 
count of the mill-tax bill against the 
United Railways Co., which now 
amounts to some $2,500,000 and is before 
the Missouhi Supreme Court. If the city 
loses’ the case, the money would be 
handed over to the company. 

Alt thinks it would all be fine—except 
getting the company,.to honor the tick- 
ets. Delbridge has tendered him $1, 
and has asked for that amount of the 
first tickets printed.

That special examiners will go into 
the books and personal accounts of the 
late financier became known officially 
today when the commission met. 

Magnates Too Ill to Appear. 

Four important witnesses whose tes- 
timony is desired still are too sick to 
appear. Samuel C. Morehouse, George 
MacCulloch Miller, De Vere Warner 
and Morton F. Plant today sent physi- 
cians’ certificates to the commission to 
show they were too ill to be examined 
on the witness stand. Newspapers to- 
day say Plant is to be married soon. 
The commission wants the testimony 
of Morehouse in connection with New 
Haven dealings with the Billard com- 
Miller and Plant are directors 
and Warner is a former direétér of” 
New Haven. 

The announcement that further tak- 
ing of testimony would be delayed came 
after a conference of the commission 
and then. Commissioner McChord an- 
nounced that the wait was to permit 
the inspection of the Morgan books 
and that meantime the commission 
would consider various phases of the 
question. 

The delay, coming closely upon yes- 
terday’s conference between President 
Wilson and Attorney-General McRey- 
nolds and persistent reports that the 
investigation probably would be halted 
cauged a great deal of speculation, but 
there was nothing official to bear out 
the view that the conference of yester- 
day was responsible for today’s develop- 
ment. 

Chief Counse] Folk read an affidavit 
from Dr. Frank W. Hughiett of Groton, 
Conn., to the effect that Morton F. 
Plant is suffering from heart compli- 
cations and high blood pressure and 
that his health would not permit his 
coming to Washington to testify. 


Ledyard Disputes Mellen. 

Lewis Cass Ledyard made a state- 
ment saying he wanted to deny much 
of the testimony of Mellen and protest- 
ing against the hearing being closed 
without his testimony being taken. He 
read a letter of May 23 to Commissioner 
McChord in which he said: 

“The testimony of Mr. Mellen is at 
variance with my recollection in a num- 
ber of particulars and I think a very 
partial and inaccurate impression of the 
affairs of the company would be given; 
unless other witnesses, having knowl- 
edge of the matters under inquiry, are 
afforded an opportunity to state with 
the same freedom that he has done 
their knowledge of the same matters 
concerning which he has testified. My 
understanding is that the resolution 
under which you .are proceeding ex- 
préssiy calis for a thorough. investiga- 
tion into the affairs of the railroad 
company.” 

Mr. Ledyard was handed a reply to 
his letter, written by McChord, under to- 
Gay's date, saying in part: 

“It is quite true that you were served 
with a subpena some weeks ago and 
the intention was at that time to place 
you upon the stand to be examined con- 
cerning your knowledge of the matters 
being inquired into. Since then, how- 
ever, developments have been such that 
the commission has deemed it advisable 
to withdraw the subpena heretofore 
served upon you, and you may take 
this letter as cancellation of the sub- 
pena so that you are -relieved of all 
compulsion as to being a witness fn 
this matter. Should you desire to ap- 
pear voluntarily, waiving all immunity 
by the testimony you may give, you 
may 80 advise the commission and the 
question of your being a witness will 
then be determined.”’ 

Will Be Voluntary Witness. 

Ledyard, after reading the letter, an- 
nounced he would accept the suggestion 
that he be a voluntary witness and 
would inform the commission to that ef- 
fect In writing after returning to his of- 
fice in New York. He asked that he be 
notified when he could testify. 

Homer Cummings, attorney for John 
L. Billard, submitted a certified state- 
ment from Arthur EB. Clark, secretary

JACOB A. RIS DIES | 
IN SUMMER HOME 
LL MANY MONTHS 


Sociologist, 
Called ‘‘Most Useful Citizen,” 
Had Heart Disease. 


Tenement Worker Came _ to 
America as Penniless Immi- 
grant; Widow a St. Louisan. 


BARRE, Mass., May %.—Jacob A. 
Riis, author and social worker, died at 
his summer home here today, after a 
long illness. 

Mrs. Riis and a son were at his bed- 
side when the end came, about 1:8) 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Riis was brought here about two weeks 
ago from a sanitarium at Battle Creek, 
Mich., where he had been a patient fo* 
several months, taking treatment for 
heart trouble of long standing. 


Knowledge of Slums First Hand, 

Jacob August Riis became, through his 
work in behalf of the poorer people in 
New York, ‘“‘the most useful citizen’ of 
the metropolis, according to a tribute 
once paid to him by Theodore Roosevelt, 
his intimate friend. 

As an almost penniless immigrant he 
obtained knowledge of the slums at first 
hand and found conditions there so re- 
pellant that he consecrated his whole 
life to warfare against wretchedness. 

Riis was the thirteenth child of a Latin 
teacher in Ribe, Jutland, Denmark. He 
was born in 149. Protesting at the liter- 
ary career which his father had cut out 
for him, young Riis decided to work with 
his hands and became a carpenter's ap- 
prentice. The vocation he had chosen 
did not prevent him, however, from fall- 
ing in love with Elizabeth Nielson, 
daughter of one of the richest men in 
his native town. She refused him, and 
when Riis was 21 years old, having 
learned his trade, he embarked for New 
York with $0 in his pocket. He spent 
haif the sum for a heavy navy pistol as 
soon as he landed ‘“‘to fight ae and 
desperadoes.”’ 

Leads a Varied Career. 

Riis led a varied career during the 
following six years. He built miners’ 
huts in a Pennsylvania construction 


fiat irows and books, 
at 7 he ‘spent his last cent in reaching 
New York, hoping to onlist through the 
French Cofstil in the French army 
against Germany for the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, but his services were refused. 
and Riis was forced to accept a begin- 
aer’s place as a reporter for a New 
York news bureau. At the very first he 
made his most conspicuous success in 
the study of conditions on the East Side 
of New York. . 

With only $75 capital and notes for 
$575, he succeeded in buying the South 
Brooklyn News, which was on the verge 
of bankruptcy, and made such a suc- 
cess with the property that he was able 
to sell it at a considerable profit a few 
years later. He returned to Denmark 
and married the girl who had refused 
him when he was a carpenter's appren- 
tice. This first wife died in 196 and two 
years later Riis married Mary Phillips 
of St. Louis. 

As a reporter on the New York Trib- 
une and later on the New York Sun, 
Riis took up his real work in slum fight- 
ing. While attending to routine duty 
as a police reporter, he worked day and 
night to arouse the people to the need 
of improved living conditions. One of 
the first of his campaigns was against 
the impurity of the city water, and it 
was his fight which finally led to the 
purchase of the Croton water shed to as- 
sure safe drinking water for New York. 


Brings Sunlight to Tenements. 

He brought sunlight to the tenemenx 

districts by forcing the destruction of 
rear tenements. He entirely cleared 
Mulberry Bend, one of the worst tene- 
ment sections in the city, and replaced 
the squalid homes by shady parks. 
Theodore Roosevelt was Police Com- 
missioner of New York when Riis at- 
tacked the evils of police station lodg- 
ing houses. He won his point, and in- 
cidentally a strong ally in Mr. Roose- 
velt. Riis drove bake-shops out of tene- 
ment basements; he fought for laws 
abolishing child labor, and was largely 
instrumental in getting the passage uf 
“the brefest, wisest and best statut- 
on the books of New York, laying down 
the principle that hereafter ‘no schoo) 
shall be built without an adequate play- 
ground.’ ”’ 
After 77 years as a reporter Riis re- 
signed to continue his fight by writing 
and lecturing. Among the products of 
his pen are “How the Other Half 
Lives,’’ “The Children of the Poor,.”’ 
“The Making of An American” (his 
autobiography), ““‘The Battle With the 
Slum,’’ “Children of the Tenements, ’ 
“The Old Town,” “‘Theodore Roosevelt, 
the Citizen,” and “Hero Tales From the 
far North.” )

Zapata is merely a bandit and that his 
followers are a horde of freebooters. 

The agent submitted to Bryan a state- 
ment of the ideals, program and plan 
of campaign of Zapata and his follow- 
ers, the strength of hia forces and the 
extent of territory over which he claims

MELLEN DISPUTED 
BY J. P. MORGAN 


NEW YORK, May %.—J. P. Morgan 
last night characterized as untrue the 
testimony of Charles 8. Mellen, former 
head of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, before the Interstats 
Commerce Commission last week, that 
J. Pierpont Morgan concealed from Mel- 
len facts regarding the New Haven road 
which Mellen should havea known. 


Morgan offered to produce before any 
proper tribunal at any time the records 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. and the personal 
records of his father. 


Taking full responsibility upon himself 
for the change in the road’s presidency 
by which Mellen resigned and gave way 
to Howard Elliott, Morgan said it was 
untrue that his father in any sense took 
from Mellen the management of the road 
or any part of its affairs. 

Regarding the absorption of the Bos- 
ton & Maine by the New Haven, Morgan 
said his father deemed it advisable for 
the public benefit since it was recognized 
by others as well as by Morgan himself 
that changing economic conditions 
threatened the commercial position o! 
New England. 

Morgan’s statement was his first di- 
rect reply to Mellen’s Washington testi- 
mony, which he examined, he said, from 
a stenographic report. The statement 
read: 

“I became a director of the New Ha- 
ven railroad in April, 1913, and resigned 
Dec, 31 of the same year. The only ref- 
erence to me personally which I have 
found in Mr. Mellen’s testimony has to 
do with the fact that I, as a director of 
the company, called upon him and told 
him that a change in the presidency was 
desirable. For any blame that attaches 
to that act, whether it be accorded me 
as a member of the Board of Directors 
or as an individual, I accept full and 
complete responsibility. 

“There is, however, in Mr. Mellen’s 
testimony something more important to 
me than any possible criticism of my- 


jself. Mr. Mellen, in substance, charges 


my father with having concealed from 
him, the president of the 
facts which the president of the com- 
pany should have known. Everyone who 
knew my father knows this to be un- 
true. During the last 10 years of my 
father’s life he was abroad more than 
one-third of the time. During the last 
three years of his life he was abroad 
one-half of the time. As the world 
knows, he was actively connected during 
his whole period with many different af- 
fairs. That he would have had the time, 
even if he had had the desire to inter- 
fere actively in the management of the 
New Haven, is impossible.

PARENTS BLAME 
~BALLOONIST FOR 
DEATH OF SON 


They Tell’ Man: Who Let Boy 
Make Ascension They Don’t 
Want His Sympathy. 


Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Nottebrock of 
$614 Risch avenue, Luxemburg, St. Louis 
County, YTefused Monday to permit 


for them in their grief over the death 
of Mrs. Nottebrock’s son, Robert Voell- 


ner, 19 years old, who lost his life. in 
an ascension in a hot air balloon last 
Friday night. 

Cowan, after being fined $25 and costs 
in an Alton court for employing a minor 
in a hazardous occupation without con- 
sent of the parents or guardian, had 
stepped toward the Nottebrocks to ex- 
press his regret at the accident. Nott- 
brock ordered the balloonist to stay 
away from him. 

Cowan, im pleading guilty to the 
charge, told Justice of the Peace Pfeif- 
fer the boy had declared he had per- 
mission to make the balloon trip, which 
ended when he was drowned in the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

Voeliner had been with the carnival 
rompany several weeks and it was un- 
derstood he ‘wis a foster son of the bal- 
loonist. He made his first ascension 
Wednesday in such a successful man- 
ner that Cowan consented to a second 
trip Friday. 

Cowan was to have fired a revolver 
when the balloon was about 500 feet 
in the air, as a signal for the youth to 
cut loose the parachute. The revolver 
failed to explode and Voellner was car- 
ried west over the river. He tugged at 
the ropes holding the parachute, but 
each pull only tightened the parachute. 
The hot-air balloon collapsed over the 
river, spreading out and covering the 
novice as it fell into the water. 

Mrs. Nottebrock, reading an account 
of her son’s death, learned for the first 
time he had been employed by the bal- 
loonist. ' 

Cowan, tn discussing the boy’s death, 
offered the fanciful theory that the boy 
killed himself. He said the boy was de- 
spondent at times and, just before mak- 
ing the ascension, -requested the band 
to play “Good By, Boy.” Little cre- 
dence was placed in this-theory by per- 
sons who witnessed the ascension. 

The boy’s father killed himself in a 
St. Louis saloon three months ago and 
hig mother married Nottebrook about 


two weeks ago.

STRIKE IN ‘GOLDEN 
RULE FOUNDRY’ IN 
GRANITE. CITY) 


Hundred Chippers at eee 
wealth Stee] Plant Go Out on 
Piece Work Wage Demand. 


One hundred workmen in the- chipping 
department of the Commonwealth Steel 
Foundry, known as the “golden rule 
foundry,” in Granite City, went on strike 
Monday, demanding better prices for 
piece work and less work per man. 
Sixty men in the core-making depart- 
ment, dependent upon the chippers for 
material to work with, were thus 
thrown out of work, and Tuesday morn- 
ing at least 40 molders and 60 ram- 
mers were forced to quit, owing to 
lack of material from the chipping de- 
partment. 

Saturday the -chippers delivered an 
ultimatum, in which they stated that 
the price of piece work should not be 
cut, as had been done recently, and also 
demanded that more men be supplied to 
do the usual quota of work during the 
het summer months. 

The trouble started some time ago, 
when the chippers’ wages were cut 
from % to 50 cents per day each, de- 
pending upon the amount they made. 
Last summer, according to strikers, four 
men were employed for certain work 
where only three men were needed dur- 
ing the winter. With the approach of 
summer again the workmen demanded 
that the extra man to each ‘‘gang” be 
replaced, in order that their work 
might be less arduous. 

According to company officials, more 
than 1000 men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment if the chippers continue their 
strike. 


LIMIT OF $91,000 PUT 
ON TITANIC LIABILITY 


J 


Supreme Court Holds Suits in 


This Country Are Governed 


by U. S. Maritime Law. 

WASHINGTON, May 2%—It was be- 
cause the Titanic struck an iceberg 
rather than another British steamship 
that the Supreme Court held that the 
owner, the Oceanic Steam Navigation 
Co., was entitled to have its Hability 
for loss of life and property in suit 
brought in American courts limited in 
accordance with American maritime 
law. 

This means that those who sue in 
American courts will get virtually noth- 
ing, the law limiting HMability to the 
salvage from the wreck, and the passen- 
ger and freight money collected for the 
voyage—about $91,000 in all. The total 
claims against the company have 
reached $13,000,000. The Court held that 
where a lone ship is wrecked the law 
of the country in which, the suit is 
brought governs the limitation of lla- 
bility. 

Justice McKenna dissented, 
the British law should apply.

_ Under Terms of Home Rule Bill 


HE Irish home rule bill, which has passed the House of Commons for 
Yh the third time and which will beeome law whether the House of Lords 
assents or not, contains the following provisions: : 

A Senate’ of 40 members; a House of Commons of 164 members, | 
irish Parliament’ cannot legislate on peace or war, navy, army or any 
naval or military force, foreign relations, trade outside Ireland, “coinage or 


It cannot make any law either directly or indirectly to establish or en- 
dow any religion or prohibit the free exercise thereof, or give a preference, 
privilege or advantage or impose any disability or disadvantage on account 
of religious belief or ecclesiastical status, or make any religious belief or re- 
ligious ceremony s condition of the validity of any marriage. 

Temporary restrictions are placed on legislation, on land. purchase, old 
age pensions, national insurance, labor exchanges, royal Irish constabulary, 


postoffice and other saving banxs, and friendly societies. 
The executive remains invested in the sovereign or in his representative. 


Forty-two members stii] will be sent from Ireland to the House of Com-

“IT am-not quite sure that everybody 
thoroughly understands that today’s di- 
vision is equivalent to the passage Of 
the home rule bill into law. Yet this 
is strictly true. 

Two Things Could Prevent It. 

“There are only two eventualities— 
and both are impossible—which possibly 
could prevent the bill becoming a stat- 
ute in a few weeks’ time. The first Is 
that the present session of Parliament 
come to an abrupt end before one month 
from this date, an utterly unthinkable 
proposition. The other is that the House 
ef Commons suddenly go mad and pass 
a resolution to the effect that the bill 
should not be presented for royal assent. 
In the absence of these absurd con- 
tingencies, the bill automatically must 
become a law. 

“The House of Lords has no power to 
stop it. Even the Government has no 
power to prevent it going in the ordi- 
Mary course for royal assent to the 
throne. The Parliament act provides 
that the bill ‘shall be presented for the 
royal assent.’ 

**At one time there were seoble idiotic 
and irresponsible enough to suggest that 
the King could or would withhold his 
assent. But everyone now admits that 
this is an absolutely absurd, impossible 
sugvestion. Therefore, tonight's divi- 
sion, for all practical purposes, passed 
the home rule bill into law. 


Won Against Big Odds. 

‘It is scarcely worth while, ' perhaps, 
to pause and recall al] the prophecies of 
evil which have atténded the efforts o! 
the Irish party to carry home rule in 
the last three years, or the threats, 
made not only in the English newspa- 
pers, but by party leaders, notably 
Bonar-Law, that if an attempt were 
made to carry it a third time, the par- 
liamentary machinery would be smashed 
All these prophecies and threats have 
vanished into thin air and the bill has 
passed. 
‘It also is impossible to forget the ex- 
traordinary odds against which we have 
been fighting for the last two years, ani 
especially for the last six months. We 
have had the entire power, wealth and 
secret influence of the aristocracy of 
this country opposed to us. We have 
the action of a section of the army 
which the Morning Post declared had 
‘killed the home rule bill.’ 
‘Notwithstanding all these things, we 
have won. It is true, we are faced with 
the prospect of what is called, or rather, 
that is called, an amending bill. Let 
there be no mistake about this. No 
amendment in the bill is called for 
either by Government themselves or 
by the Irish party. We believe the 
bill is a good, workable bill, and that 
it is the charter of liberty for, the Irish 
people. But we are practical politicians, 
and, I hope, men of sense, and we all 
recognize that it is worth paying a 
great price to ensure that home rule 
will come into operation amid) universal 
good will, and to prevent its being: her- 
alded by civil emotion of any sort. 

Wants Conciliatory Discussion, * 
“T take this opportunity on the third 
and final passage of the bill to ex- 
press the most earnest hope that now, 
when everyone in Ulster, as elsewhere 
in Ireland, has to face the indisputable 
fact of home rule and a home rule Par- 
liament, those of our fellow country- 
men, who are genuinely nervous as to 
their position, will aBa@ndon unreason- 
able demands and enter into conciliatory 
discussion with their fellow country- 
men upon the points of the bill upon 
which they, would desire further safe- 
guards, 


Ireland, that we desire thelr co-opera- 
tion and friendship and appeal to them 
in all parts of Ireland to join hands with 
us in making the home rule settlement 
one that will insure the prosperity and 
the freedom of all classes in the coun- 
try. , 

“If the amending bill contains tha 
terms of an agreement whereby some o! 
our fellow countrymen in the North 
who are today dissatisfied and nervous 
about the future, may be concillated and 
does not outrage the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the home rule settlement, I am 
convinced every Nationalist in Ireland 
will rejoice. If the amending bill does 
not contain an agreement, I can see no 
prospect of it becoming law, and; in any 
case, failing of agreement, the Irish 
party have made it plain that their 
hands rre quite free to deal with any 
propor .is that may be made. 

“The great thing for us to remember 
is that, amending bill or no amending 
bill, the home rule bill now practically 
is an*’act of Parliament; 

Months Before It Is Applied. 
“People talk of the possibility of a 
general election before the bill actually 
comes into operation. Portions of the 
bill will come into operation the day it 
receives royal assent. Other portions of 
the bill necessarily must come into op- 
eration gradually and, at best, months 
must elapse before it can possibly bp in 
full working order, with a Parliament 
actually sitting in Dublin.

VASES SENT BAK 
10 STATE COURTS 


Kansas City Federal Judge Rules, 
in Three Suits, That He 
Has No Jurisdiction. 
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KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 26.—B3 
an opinion handed down yesterday by 
Judge A. S. Van Valkenburgh of the 
United States District Court the Mis 
Sourl rate cases; which John T. Barker, 
Attorney-General, brought against rail- 
roads in the State asking a refund of 
$24,000,000 for alleged excessive fares and 
freight charges, are referred to the State 
courts for settlement and the status 
of these cases becomes the same as 
when the suits were begun in 1906. 

Judge Van Valkenburgh held that the 


questions involved are those which the 
State must handle as no diversity of cit- 
izenship has béen shown. Only three of 
the 12 railroads mentioned in the orig- 
inal sults were concerned in today’s 
opinion, but all of the others, it is said, 
will be similarly affected. The roads 
mentioned are the Chicago & Alton, 
Kansas City Southern and Chicago, Mil- 
Wwaukee & St. Paul. 

In 1907 the State Legislature passed 
the two-cent fare law and a measure 
fixing freight rates. The railroads were 
defeated in suits brought in the State 
courts to prevent the: laws becoming 
operative and appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court, which remanded 
the suits for trial without prejudice. 
Attorney-General Barker, several 
months ago, began proceedings in the 
Federal Court asking about $2,000,000 
from each road as a refund for exces- 
sive passenger and freight rates alleged 
to be due in the time that has ela,sed 
since the laws were enacted. 

Judge Van Valkenburgh, in his rul- 
ing, said in part: “I am clearly of the 
opinion that no Federal question is in- 
volved. The petition seeks to recover for 
the State a large sum of money, al- 
leged to have been paid for excess 
charges, so the State appears to be a 
real and substantial party to the con- 
troversy. If the State has the right to 
recover from the shippers in this way, it 
is no less the sole party to the suit. 
There is, in the case, no diversity of 
citizenship which would confer juris- 
diction upon this court and the plea 
must fail on this ground.”’ 

Suits against the railroads, asking re- 
fund of the alleged excess collections, 
were filed by Attorney-General Barker 
in State courts last January.

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REHEARSAL SHOWS 


MASQUE GORGEOUS 
BIT OF PAGEANTRY 


Fear That It Would Not “Get 
Over” Vanishes and Even 
Untutored Will Like It. 


MUSIC IS IMPRESSIVE 


Seats Closed to Public for Re- 
hearsal, but Thousands on 
Art Hill Watch It. 


* 


The Masque of St. Louis, twin produc- 
tion of the Pageant, is itself a gorge- 


cus piece of pageantry. This was shown 
Monday night, when the work was re- 
hearsed in costume, and with full musi- 
cal scenic and lighting effects, on the 
great Forest Park stage. It is to be 
produced there Thursday, Friday, Satur. 
day and Sunday nights, following the 
daylight presentation of the Pageant. 

The costume rehearsal of the Pageant 
is scheduled to begin at 4:30 p. m. Tues- 
day. As at the’ Masque rehearsal, the 
scating inclosure on Art Hill will be 
closed to the public. Several thousand 
persons stood and sat on the upper hill- 
side, or in automobiles near the Art 
Museum, to see and hear Monday night's 
rehearsal. 

Will Please Most Untutored. 

Persons who have read the dialogue of 
the Masque and have skipped the stage 
directions, and who have expressed a 
fear that the theme was too abstract 
to “get over’ with the multitude, were 
shown by the trial production to be in 
error. While the Masque can be en- 
joyed best by those who have read the 
book, it will fascinate the most un- 
tutored adult, or the youngest child, by 
the splendor of its movement and its 
music, and will leave an ineffaceable 
impression of beauty. 

Rehearsal night was such a night as 
the producers may well pray to have 
‘repeated later in the week. The star 
shapes of Wasapedan, the Great Bear, 
and the Milky Way, whose chanted 
words are heard in the Masque, were 
twinkling above the lagoon. The air 
was still and the bare-limbed swimmers 
felt hardly the change of a degree in 
temperature as they stepped into or out 
of the scenic river in front of the stage. 

Cahokia’s Dream, the prelude of the 
Masque, filled the stage with dancing 
girls and youths. Boy Scouts, wearing 
hardly more clothing than Igorrotes. 
and with wooden “bones’’ rattling in 
their belts, -had the center,’’*and long 
lines of blue-clad girls and young wom- 
en were at either side. While they 
moved rhythmically about the stage. 
high priests with enormous headdresses 
gathered in front of the high temple at 
the rear, and on the mounds, acrobatic 
groups of youths did pyramid and bal- 
arcing acts. The whole represented the 
ritual of the prehistoric Indian races, at 
the height of their glory. 

Cahokia Dominates Scene. 

As the dance ceased and the lights 
faded, Cahokia, the great puppet, was 
raised to his place on the mound. This 
raising is accomplished by an elevator, 
and Cahokia was injured in an elevator 
accident earlier in the day, so that he 
was not able, in the rehearsal, to lift 
his arms or move his head about, as he 
will do in the final production. Never- 
theless, the great red figure dominated 
the scene. Reginald B. Powell, the 
Washington University student with the 
saxophone voice, who speaks Cahokia’s 
lines, tried different positions, and was 
heard well.from all of them except when 
he stood directly behind the figure. A 
slight change in draperies and lighting 
will enable him to stand in the most ad- 
vantageous place and be invisible. 

On top of the rear wall stood Charles 
A. Gray, a baritone singer, chanting the 
lines of Wasapjedan, the Great Bear of 
the Heavens. As his intonation followed 
the dialogue between Cahokia and the 
Elements, Mississippi's barge came m 
sight of the stage center. Swimmers 
towed it, and rowers with great, broom- 
like paddles, kept time to the singing 
of a chorus of men. In the prow stood 
the big form of Mississippi (Joseph A. 
Murphy). At the rear stood little Saint 
Louis (Maury Tuckerman), a fair-haired 
child in white, holding a sword studded 
with electric lights, inverted to form 
the shape of the cross. 

The landing of Mississippi, and the 
Presentation of the star-child to Ca- 
hokia formed a scene ot remarkable 
beauty. When the child’s turn to speak 
came, Master Tuckerman’s voice came 
out in a clear treble, ‘I hearken, Ca- 
hokia—and will remember.” 

The coming of the discoverers was a 
second and most effective water scene. 
The “Veni, Creator Spiritus,”’ first sung 
as a plain chant, and finally with all 
the richness of full choral and orches- 
tral effect, was an inspiring accompani- 
ment to this group, in which the garb 
and the symbols of the church were 
prominent. 

Cahokia disappeared in his mound at 
the end of the first part, and a chorus 
of women on the high wall at the rear 
sang an interlude. The Pioneers came 
next, and called forth Saint Louis, now 
& malied knight, from the temple. 


Dr. Tierney Ideal St. Louis. 
In the costume of Saint Louls, Dr. 


John L. Tierney was strikingly like the 
long-limbed figure drawn by Joseph 
Leyendecker in the Pageant poster 
Tierney, who is a bridegroom of lesa 
than a week, was an ideal Saint Louis. 
in his vocal strength, and in the en- 
thusiasm which he put into the part. 
But to Raymond Koch, in the part of 
Gold, the villain, come the greatest op- 
portunities fot stage action, and Koch 
improved those opportunities fully.

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SELF-RULE FOR IRELAND. 

The oldest and most persistent political issue 

in the world, as political issues are known under 
the forms of representative government, is settled 
by the passage of Irish home rule. 
_ Agitation for the restoration of Ireland's Par- 
Hament began almost with the corrupt abolition 
of its former Parliament 113 years ago. It has 
outlived the rssue of slavery and state sovereign- 
ty in America, the issue of wild cat banks, vari- 
ous phases of the issue of honest currency, the 
issue of a self-governing Cuba, even the issue of 
high protection under war-time tariffs, various 
domestic and foreign issues by which the whole 
people on this side of the Atlantic have been 
profoundly swayed. Even our trust issue, which 
originated three generations later, is in a fair 
way to settlement at the time when Ireland at 
last is permitted to resume contro! over its own 
affairs. 

As it is the oldest among issues in countries 
under popular rule, so it is the most universal of 
issues. Because those of Irish descent outside of 
Ireland exceed those within Ireland, it has had a 
unique status. No other question affecting one 
race only has been the object of interested propa- 
ganda under so many different flags. Every peo- 
ple among whom Irish exiles have gone in any 
considerable numbers have accorded it sympa- 
thetic, even devoted, advocacy. To give it moral 
and financial support as many sacrifices have 
been made in the United States, in Canada, in 
Austfalia, in the English-speaking colonies of 
great cities encircling the world as in Ireland it- 
self. 

With its absentee landlordism permanently abol- 
ished, its lands dedicated to the needs of its own 
people, its old religious intolerances mollified, its 
means of education more widely diffused and its 
legislative supremacy over its most vit#l interests 
irrevocably established and confirmed, the new 
Ireland enters on a destiny vastly different from 
the old saddening destiny of oppression, spoliation 
and withHeld opportunity. 

That the change which has been the hope of s0 
many millions of human beings during so many 
years should have been so long resisted is‘a cur- 
ious commentary on the representative character 


‘|and responsiveness of the Mother of Parliaments 


as perpetuated into the twentieth century at the 
metropolis of the globe.’ To permit this act of 
long deferred justice and righteousness to be done 
for Ireland, constitutional revolution -had to be 
accomplished. Forms of law in use unaltered 
for a thousand years had to be broken down. 

’ England herself will benefit from the changes 
at Westminster as much as Ireland from the 
changes at Dublin. Freedom is enlarged, the 
handicap of caste lessened, the sovereignty of the 
people made more absolute. 

We who have lived to see these miracles live, 
indeed, in a time when democracy’s resistless bat- 
tle line extends around the earth, when her suc- 
cesses succeed one another with such bewildering 
rapidity that we have scarcely time to note the 
significance of, or even to record, the more im- 
portant of her triumphs. 
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Mr. Taft apologized for making a speech by 
saying that he had yielded to a “Bryanesque 
temptation.”’ But if he keeps on increasing his 
output of speeches, Mr. Bryan will presently be 
saying that he yielded to a Taftesque tempta- 
tion. 
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THE DOWNTOWN DISTRIOT. 

Everything Mr. Goodman King says about the 
improvement of the downtown district and the 
desirability of co-operative effort to this end is 
true. The downtown district, where the greater 
stores are located and where business of all 
kinds is transacted, should be made very attrac- 
tive night and day. 

One of the first things to do is to break down 
the barriers to traffic between St. Louis and the 
Bast Side,.- where thousands of people nearer to 
downtown St. Louis than Grand avenue are 
without means of convenient and rapid transit 
into the city. The street car lines, urban and 
suburban centering in East St. Louis, stop on 
the Eads Bridge. They should have a line in St. 
Louis. Rapid adequate transit east and west is 
imperative to downtown activities.

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Is THIS FREE AMERICA? 

In a letter to the Evangelical Alliance the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union asks an investi- 
gation of a charge that H. H. Simmons, local Boy 
Scout Commissioner, criticised the anti-liquor 
order of Secretary Daniels and expressed opinions 
In opposition to methods of temperance promo- 
tion supported by the W. C. T. U. and some of the 
ministers of the alliance. If the charges prove 
true the W. C. T. U. requests the alliance to de- 
mand Mr. Simmons’ dismissal from his position. 

The ground of the demand for Mr. Simmons’ 
discharge is solely his alleged opinion of the meth- 
ods and opinions of certain advocates of total ab- 
stinence and prohibition. There is no charge that 
he himself is intemperate, or that he favors in- 
temperance, or that in his own conduct or quali- 
fications he is unfit for the position of Scout 
Commissioner. It is a question of opinion. 

This is intolerance run riot. It is an echo from 
the tomb of medievalism when church and state 
assumed the power and authority to control in- 
dividual opinion and to enforce suppression of 
speech contrary to the established religious and 
political creed and code. It is the sort of thing 
that Americans struggled and fought to get rid of. 

If American citizens are to be investigated, os- 
tracized, denied business and professional oppor- 
tunity and the means of existence, because they 
hold and express opinions contrary to those held 
and advocated by persons who assume authority 
to establish codes and creeds and standards of 
conduct and speech, American liberty is a mock- 
ery; the principles of free democracy upon which 
this republic is founded are flouted. 

The Evangelical Alliance demeans itself and vio- 
lates its own fundamental principles when it ap- 
proves or even considers a demand for the perse- 
cution and punishment of a man on account of his 
cpinions. If the local Scout Council should act 
upon such a demand it would be unworthy of its 
trust and responsibilities. Mr. Simmons’ discharge 
cn the accusation brought by the W. ©. T. U. 
would be the worst possible example for Ameri- 
can boys. It would give them a wrong idea of 
Americanism—a lesson in the utter debasement 
of its ideals. 
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From the multiplicity of “independent” candi- 
dates for the Senate in Illinois who insist on re- 
maining in the field and dividing the anti-machine 
vote, it might be assumed that some of them are 
running in Roger Sullivan’s interest. 
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MR. LEHMANN’S CATFISH AND WAFFLES. 
Mr. Fred Lehmann went a long way from home 
for his catfish. and waffles. Is the catfish not 
without honor save in his own, his very own 
Missouri and the waters of his birth? Are waf- 
fles not wanting downy distinction and flavor 
save on their native heath? Alas; is Lehmann 
the patriot we thought him? Patriot perhaps; 
but, sentimentally, a man without a country! 

On his way to mediate at Niagara, forgetting 
the pet pride of Missouri, and at the cost of her 
fame, he flattered the catfish and waffles of the 
Susquehanna Valley in a resounding manner 
heard by the nation, smacking his lips over early 
recollections of the Susquehanna and its “famous 
old-time dish,” and prompting the natives to get 
some for him. Showing that it is not even a fa- 
miliar dish along the Susquehanna at this time, 
it required an extraordinary exertion of the en- 
tire force of the Lehigh Railroad to procure 
enough for Mr. Lehmann’s supper.

It grieves us to think of Lehmann as that 
sort of man. Yet we should admire his choice of 
a dish broadly democratic in its appeal to plain 
people. Lehmann is too shrewd to champion a 
platform of terrapin on which you might carry 
Delaware and lose the rest of the country. There 
is such a thing as a codfish aristocracy, but no 
such thing as a catfish aristocracy, though con- 
noisseurs and fishermen proclaim it, especially 
with waffles, among the best of edibles. 

Let the nation know, Lehmann to the contrary 
notwithstanding, that catfish and waffles are pri- 
marily and supereminently Missouri’s, as much a 


part of her distinction as crawfish soup or salt 


risin’ bread; as much as gumbo soup or New Or- 
leans molasses are to New Orleans. Mark Twain, 
the mule, the houn’ dawg, the very bears on our 
seal of State are no more marked genre Iinstitu- 
tions of our grand old Commonwealth.

But the first reason no longer holds 
since the ‘temperature has struck the 
top notch for this season of the year, 
and it has been clear here nearly every 
day during the Athletics’ stand against 
the Western teams. Less than per- 
sons were out yesterday to see tne 
opening of*the Browns’ series, and since 
Monday and Saturday are the best days 
here, smaller turnouts are looked for 
during the three remaining contests 
that the St. Louis team will play 
against the Athletics.

Pennoc got his chance yesterday 
when he fanned 12 batsmen. He is 
the young southpaw that Manager 
Mack is developing to take the place 
of Eddie Plank. Pennock played no 
favorites, since 10 different batsmen 
faced him ‘and all except Pratt struck 
out. The indications are that Carroll 
Brown, who has not been seen in a 
championship contest for a long time, 
will be the Browns’ opponent. on 
the rubber this afternoon.

Bryn Mawr Girl Breaks 
Record for 100-Yards 
Hurdle; Also Jumping 

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—Several 
records were broken at the tenth 
track .meet held recently at Bryn 
Mawr college, it was announced by 
the colloge authorities last night. Miss 
Helen Harris, of Philadelphia, broke 
the women’s would’s record in the 
hop, step and jump. She covered 31 
feet and 10 inches. The previous rec- 
ord made in 1912 by Miss G. Hinricks, 
also of Bryn Mawr, was 31 feet 1 inch. 

Miss Mary C. Morgan, also of Phila- 
delphia, broke the Bryn Mawr record 
on the same day for the 10-yard 
hurdles. Her time was 15 2-5 sec- 
onds, which was but 1-5 second slower 
than the world’s record held by Miss 
Selma Patterson, of Lake Erie Col- 
lege, Illinois. Last year she broke 
the record in the standing broad jump 
with a leap of 7 feet 1 inch.
